the Borders of Savoy, as likewiſe in 7:aly, 
INavar, Catalonia, Germany, Aljatia, 


Flanders, and other Places. Nor were. 


the Seas free from Blood ; for the Duke 
of Breze, being Admiral for the French 
in the Straights, he twice engaged the 
Spariſh Flget. Nor did this War. end 
without Rivers of Blood, - Burnings, 
Plunderings, and great Devaſtations : ; 
and then the Miſery it had occaſioned in 
Europe moved the Princes to ſend their 
Plenepotentiaries to Munſter, to compoſe 
the Differences, and agree a general 
Peace. For the Countries were ſo wa- 
ſted and Impoveriſhed in .many Places, 
that more died by Famine, than the 
Sword ; ſo that Lewss XIV. began early 
to build his aſpiring Greatneſs upon 
Ruine and Deſolation, which threat- 


ned ; 
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ned the World with a turbulent Prince, 
To this Treaty, which was abſolute- 
ly neceſlary for the preventing an unl- 
verſal Famine, the Queen Regent of 
France ſent the Count 4? Avaux , and 
Monſieur Serviev, to manage the Inte- 
reſt of France ; and the Duke of Longue- 
ville ſoon after followed ther. So that, 
after many Debates, and the Interpoſi- 
tion of the unintereſted Princes, on the 
Twenty fourth of Ottober 1648. a Peace 
was concluded, and the Monarchs of 
Europe agreed to lay down their Arms, 
that Plenty might be reſtored by Peace. 
And this had bzen done ſooner, had not 
the French, according to their accuſtom- 
ed Manner, (even in the midſt .of a 
Treaty, when others depending upon 
the publick Faith thought themlelves 
{:cure,) ſurprized ſeveral Places, and 
ſuddenly brought their Arms into Ger- 
many, Lorrain, Flanders, Cataloma, and 
Italy at once; as they did early in the 
Spring, 1645- Whici fo exaſperated the 
Spamards, that they requited it before 
the Peace was concluded, . by ſetting 
upon the French Fleet over againſt Na- 
ples, putting it to Flight, with the 
loſs of a great many Men, and fome 
Veſlels; the Admiral being killed with

And to give the World a proof of French 
Fidelity, heclapp'd up a Peace, contra- 
ry to all Mens Expectation, with Otpvcr 
Cromm:ll, the Enghfh Protefor, 2t the 
time when King Cvarles Il.. with his two 
Brothers were at the French Court, and 
had been promiſed, not only Protection, 
but alſo aid to regain the uſurped King- 
doms of England, Scotland, and Trelind, 
&c. Nor was this all, but he procee- 
ded more treacheronily with his near 
Kinſmen; for in the Treaty, amongſt 


other things, there was an Article, to 
Banith 
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Baniſh them Frarxce, and its Territories. 
Of which King Charles having private 
Notice, and finding it fruitleſs to com- 
plain where the Royal engagement was 
ſo little regarded, to avoid a ceremo- 
nious Expulfion, with generous diſdain 
he turned his Back upon that ungrateful 


Court, and with his faithful Followers, 


as Prince Rupert, and other Nobles, he 
retired into Germany, and was there re- 
ceived with al] imaginable Joy, and 
found amongſt Strangers that Reception, 
without any promiſe or word given, 
which his Couſin of France had ſo gene- 
rovily promiſed, and afterward fo baſe- 
iy denied. But his Brothers, the Dukes 
of York and Gloucefter, Rayed behind ; 
the firft having a Command in the Army, 
under Mareſch:1 de Tarm, againſt the - 
Spaniards, But that weighed nothing ; 
for the League being mad?2, he was or- 
dered to' be Packing. Nay, 1t went fo 
far, that a Meſlage was ſent to their Mo- 
ther, thongh Daughter to Henry the 
Great of France, to be gone; bur fhe 
ſent Word, Tit ſie krew her Right to be 
in France, if the King knew not what, be= 
longed to his Dignity ;, and that 4 Daughter 
of Henry IV. from whom he was deſcended,

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pelled foun her Native Country, | This re- 


ſolute Anſwer of the Queen's, made 


Lewis XIV. dillemble the Matter, and 
herſtay was winked at, though not ap- 
proved. 

Here you may ſee French Faith to di- 
ſtreſſed Princes, who though never ſo 
near Ally*d to that King, could obtain 
Refuge no longer than his Intereſt mo- 
ved hin to break his Promiſes. And 
| this early beginning has been very much 
improved, as will appear in the Series of 
this Biſtory. -

According to the Treaty, Dunkirk was 
ſecured by the Engliſh.

fearing, if the King ſhould die, he ſhould 
fall a Sacrifice to the Fury of the Rab- 
ble. And thereupon he ſent a Gentle- 
man to the Mareſchal de Tarin, to know 
if he might have a ſafe Retreat in the 
Army, tillthe could otherways ſlnft for 
himſelf. But that Proteſtant General re- 
turned him ſocold an Anſwer,that he was 
put out of all Hopes. However, whilſt 
he was ſtudying what to do, the King 
began to recover ; and accordingly eſca» 
ped that Death that threatned him, to 
be thecauſe of the Death and Ruine of 
more than a Million of People. | 
The King being Recovered, Aatarine 
was ſent to Bayor, and Don Louis a? Ardo 
at Guſman came to S2int Sebaſtians, the 
more commodioully to treat about the. 
Peace, being conſtituted for that end 
Plenepotentiaries. © And accordingly it was 
concladed on fandry Articles; to the 
great Joy of the Frontier-Towns, who by

cd to extream Miſery. And Lewis ſent 
a Procurator to Don Louis a Ardo, in his

' In the preſence of the Court of Spain ; 


' and the two Kings met in the-/ſle. of Con- 
ference, ſituate between both Kingdoms, 
where ary of Spain. was delivered to 
Lewis of Fraxce as his Wife, and both 
_ Kings folemnly ſwore to keep and confirm 
to one another the. Treaty .of - Peace, 
and the Young, Queen entered Paris in an 
open Chariot, ſhining with the Treaſure 
of both the /natas. But Card. Matarine for 
Grief to.ſee his Purpoſecroſled, as ſome, 
gave out, fell ſick, and died on. the Nine- 


teenth of March 166T. to the Joy of all - 


France ; to whom he had 2 longtime been 
a Scourge, and inſtilled that Spirit of 
Cruelty into Lemws XIV.- that has. ſince. 
been manifeſted to the World in Cha- 
raters of Blogd. EEE 
_Imis Cardinal had his firſt Riſe under 
Richelien, the great Cardinal of France, 
and from a mean Birth raiſed himſelf 
_and his Family to the greateſt Dignity 
France could afford a Subje&t. He was 
born an /ralian, and by his cunning bore 
hunſelf up in the Favour of this King 
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and his Father, in ſpight of all the migh- | 
ty Opponents be met withal. For be- 
ſide the Prince of Conde, Duke of Conts, 
and moſt. of the Nobles ; he ſtood the 
Envy of the People in general, whom he 


had ſorely vexed by Taxes and Oppreſ- 


ſions. The Court went into Mourning 
for him, but continned it not long 3 for, 
an occaſion "of Joy ſoon after made it 
vaniſh. The Duke of Orleazce falling in 
Love with the beautiful Daughter of 
Charles1. of England, the Lady Henrietta, 
at the publickCeremory of that illuſtrious 
Marriage the Mourning went off, - 
Thus far we have traced this Monarch, 
as we may term it, in his Leading-ſtrings. 
For the Cardinal, whilſt he lived; had 
the abſolute Rule .of his Mind, what- 


ever ſhare he had in his Body and from 


thence we may hitherto conclude him 
an Engine, that moved by the DiCtates of 
that covetous and ambitious Prelate 
but for ths future we muſt conſider him 
moving more airectly in his own Sphere. 

It is obſerved. of Nero, by Suctonizes and 
others, That the beginning of his Reign, 
was tolerable, and not comparable ro 
thoſe Cruel and Irregular practices that 
followed, and left-a Laſting ftain upon 
him to all Poſterity.

Notwithſtanding the terrible Name 
Lew X1V.ſuppoſcd to have gained inthe 


year 1662, his Ambaſlador-contending - 


with the Spaniſh Ambaſlador for Prece- 
dency, at the Reception of another Am- 
baſlador near the Tower, was there wor- 
ſted, had ſeveral of his Horſes, and 
ſome of his Attendence kijled and 
wounded. For the King of England's 
Council not undertaking to determine 
10 this Matter, - they were left to di- 
- Tpute it; and a Proclamation was put 
-out, forbidding any Engliſh to meddle 


in this Matter, upon great Penalties ; 


{ſo that the Ambaſlador of Lewes the Great 
appear'd but very Little, being forced 
| to ſneak to his Lodging by all the by- 
Ways he could find, though they pre- 
tend toclaim Precedency of all the Am- 
'baſſadors of Exrope unleſs at the Court 
of Yiema, where the Lords of Auſtria 
bear Rule, Yet this made Monſieur 
to ſtorm and bluſter ata ftrange rate, 
inſomuch, that the King of Spain being 
of a-quiet diſpoſition, and not deſirous 
to involve himſelf in another War, gave 
him ſuch ſatisfaction as contented him 
upon his ſending complaints to 24aarid, 
preferring the Quiet of his Kingdoms be- 
fore a PunCtilio of Honour. Which ſo 
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puffed up the Frenckman, that he had a 
great Mind to be . Quarrelling with Em- 
gland; and not well knowing how to be- 
gin, he pitched upon a peremptory de- 
mand of Dunkirk that was then in the 
Hands of King Charles Il. . This De- 
mand was looked upon by the French 
themſelves as ſo Extravagant, that they 
could not imagine the Engl; would 
hearken to the delivery ofa place gain- 
ed with the loſs of the Lifes of ſo many 
brave Men, and extreamly ſtrengthened 
and fortified, at the Expence of vaſt 
Treaſure, lying at the ſame time ſo 
Commodious for Trade, and other Ad- 
vantages. 

The pretences the French King made 
were, That there was- an Agreement 
with Okver Cromwell, that upon the Þay= 
ment of a certain Summ of Money, 1t 


ſhould be delivered to the French. But 


no body, as. we can hear of, was privy 
to this Contract but himſelf. However, 


contrary to all Mens Expectation; his 


French Piſtols gained that ſtrong Town, 
which all the Cannon and Forces of 


France, had the King of England :de- 
fended.it, conld never have done. But 


now we Expcrience the damage of that

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kirk was delivered for Money, and Lewis 
had the unexpected Pleaſure.of entering 
into 1t in Triumph, on the Second of 
December, in the Year 1662. 
Theſe "Succelles, fluſhed his Ambition 
to greater Attempts, nothing leſs now 
than the Dukedom of Lorrain will ſerve

of it by Threats and Promiſes. Firſt, 
That he haG an Army ready to fall into 
it, if it were refuſed.”

born of the young Queen. iTheſe, and 
'other inveiglings between Force and fair 
Means,- wrought ſo powerfully, that the 


Agreement was made the Sixth of Febru- 
- ary 1662. andin March following con- 


firmed'in the Parliament of Paris, to the 
apparent Wrong of Prince Charles, the 
preſent Duke of Lorram ; who, though 
of years, was-no ways conſenting to his 
Fathers At. And upon this Agreement, 

the French Troops were immediately 
ſent, whe ſcized upon all the Cities and 
| Country 
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Country of that fertiÞand ſpacious Dehe- 
dom, except Marfal, 'which being gart- 
ſoned and influenced bythe young Prmce, 
oppoſed their Progreſs. This made 
Monſieur ſtorm and immedaately he or- 
dered his Generals to be ready for an Ex- 
pedition, to make War, as he ternyd it, 
for the Glory of his Arms; ;-and came on 
fo terribly in the Head of his Forces, 

that the old Duke, though he repented 
of what he had done, foreſecing the ru-" 
ine that would inſueto his People if he. 

oppoſed, and being alrogether Untor- 
niſhed, by the ſurprize of his T@wns, to 
Encounter a great Army, thought it his 


þ beſt way to ſubmit to his Misfortune. 


And thereupon, in an humble manner 
he went to Merz in Lorrain to excuſe 
himſelf to.Zews, who received the vene- 
rable old Man after a haughty manner. 
and-would hear of nothing but the ſur- 
render of Marſal; whick not being a- 
ble to hold out againſt ſuch a powerful

Coach, which wounded ſome of his Ser- 
vants This Affront made ſuch a noiſe 
in the Court of Frazce, that Lewes, in- 
ſtead of going in Devotion, immedi- 
ately prepared to make a Proceſſion to 
Rome with his Dragoons, \..which {o 
frighted Pope Alexander II. that then 
held thggChair, that he was forced to 
ſend' and meet his Army with Prote- 
ſtation of his Trouble for what.had hap- 
pened, and that he ſhould have any ſa- 
tisfation. This ſtopped his Carier a 
little, and P:i/a was pitched upon as-the 
City to examine the matter. And-on 
the Twelfth of arch 1664. it was 
agreed between the.

that ſhe-might come vp the better to his 


Humonr, he made--her Ducheſs of Yar

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jour, And although the Queen grew 
jealous, and the Queen-Mother very 
much reproved his over-fondneſs of this 
Woman, yet he little regarded their 
Reproaches. Whereupon they uſed ma- 
ny devices to draw off his Afﬀecions, 
but thoſe not ſucceeding, one Father A- 
at, a Jeſuit, and at that time his Con- 
tellor, . was. prevailed upon to reprove 
him. So that he took upon him boldly 
- to repreſent to him the Scandal, and 
bad Effets ſuch a looſe way of Living 
occaſioned, by making an ill Impreſſion 
upon the Minds of the People, and that 
if, he did not Reform, he- muſt enjoin 
him ſharper Penance at his next Con- 
feſſion.” But the moſt Chriſtian King, lit- 
tle ſatisfied with this. Diſcourſe, coldly 
replyed, That he thanksd him kindly for hes

Bnt*to cut off this Digreſſion, if it 
may properly be ſo termed, as-to what 
1s confſr{tent 'to Hiſtory of this Nature, - 
we find that Lewis XIV. was not ſatisfied 
with having Dankirk: delivered to him ;, -

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ut dreading the Growing Greatneſs of 
his Proteſtant Neighbours, viz. England, 
and the United Provinces, by ſome extra- 
ordinary Contrivance they were ſet toge- 
ther by the Ears, and engaged i in an Un- 
happy War , eccalioning much blood- 
ihed oneither Part, whilſt France was a 
looker on. But when that Court per- 
ctived the Dutch inclined to a Pegce,. as 
being wearied with an Expenſive and 
hazardous War, then, and not tillthen, 
the French put in -to aſſiſt the States, to 
keep the flame ſtill blazing : ; that ſo the 
two moſt powerful Nations at Sea under 
Heaven, might weaken each other, and 
thereby lay themſelves more 'open and 
expoſed to the Projects of France, which 
_ has but too apparently been: manifeſted, 
For, althGugh in the Year 1666. the 


French Fleet was abroad, yet it was on- 


ly in a bravado; for. we could never 
learn from any hand, That that Fleet 
(though the Ships carried many terrible 
Names, as "Tempeſt, Lightuing, Thunder, 
AC. 3 effected any thing; but rather 
ſtood as a looker on, whilſt the Exelih 


and Dutch battered each other; though 


at the: ſame time they: might have come 
up, the Wind being favourable. Nor 
were the Engg better ſerved when they 
were 
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were on their Part, as will hereafter ap-. 


pear : So that if there was not ( as let 


thaſe believe who are very credulous, 
if they pleaſe, ) a deſign in it for the 
weakning the Proteſtant Intereſt ; at leaſt 
we may conclude, That this produced 
nothing as to the Reputation of making 
War, for the Glory of the Arms of 
Lewis XIV. However, after ſeveral 
Fights, and much Blood-ſhed , though 
little or none of the French in theſe Atti- 
ons, upon. more deliberate Con{jderati- 
ons,” a Peace was concluded in 1668. 
Yet in this Interim, there are other Re- 
marks than what we have mentioned. | 
The French, during this Naval War, 
had not the Courage to make any de-.

Weſt-Imaias their Treachery appeared 
in. a Crimſon dye, eſpectally in the Iſland 
of st. Chriſtophers; where the French and: 
Engliſh, as planters -of that Iſland, had : 
lived together-in netighbourly Love, as 
every one thought, for many years, re- 


' clprocally and with .much fatisfa&tion 


enjoying the Fruits of their ' Labour. 
But upon Notice of this War, and the 
inſtigation of . French Popiſh Cruelty , 
they fell unawares upon the Erg/s/h, and 
C5: Maſe 
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Maſſacred them : without merey , or 
ſo-much as giving them time to think of 
a foture State, ſeizing upon their Goods 
and Poſlcſſions, to the eternal Infamy of 
the French Nation. They likewiſe ſei- 
_ z2ed upon the Iſlands of Arrigo, Saint Ex- 
ftach,, and Tobago. Yet all this while 
the Court of France pretended they had 
no Querrel againſt the Engliſh, but what 
_They did was in the defence of their Al- 
lies, 'pretending a great Kindneſs for 


the Dutch; who ſince have experienced 
it: to their no ſmall Detriment,: which 


however may in time be repay'd: How 


the Port at Conſtantizople, and the French - 
Court have hitherto taken equal Mea-.

the place. Infomuch- that Zems think- 
ibg to have the-Honour of relieving that- 
Bulwork of Ghritendom, which had held 


_ outa long, doubtful, and bloody Siege, | 


and upon the Event of which the Eyes 
of all Exrope were fixed, ſent an Army + 
of French men, under the Command of 
the Dukes 'of Beaufort and Navailles, _ 
conliſting of-.10000 Men ; who, with- 
out any detriment, entered that City, . 
which was laid almoſt in Ruines with' 
the Bombs ſhot-in bythe /:fidels. Where- 
upon, it was:concluded 'in a Council of 
War, that it could be no longer tena- - 


ble without performing ſome. extraor- 
dinary- - 


- 
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dinary Exploit ; and after a farther- . 
Conſult, it was agreed, - That a vigo- 
rous Sally ſhould be made, in Order to © 
the raiſing of the Siege. - | 
The French indeed were very forward; - 
and, to give the Duke of Beaufort his 
Due, he behaved himfelf like a man of : 
good Courage and Condut. The Sally 
was accordingly made, with: great Re- - 
ſolntion, and the Turks at firſt were 
beaten out of their Trenches : But the 
Chriſtians poſſeſſing themſelves of a Ma-' 
gazine of Three hundred Barrels and {4 
Sacks of Powder ; whether by Matches 
laid on purpoſe by the Enemy, 'or fired 
by-chance, it blew up and deffroyed al- - 
moſt one whole Regiment, in 'which it 
was thought the Duke of Beaufort was . 
killed, and buried by the overthrowing 
of the Earth ; for his Body was not af- 
terwards found. Which terrible thure« - 
dercrack fſo diſmayed the French-men, 
who were the foremoſt in the Sally, thar 
they retired in great confuſion, think- 
ing by the Earthquake It made, 'that all 
the Ground was hollow,- and charged 
with Mines. So that the Zurks Rallying, . 
and being reinforced with great Num- 
bers that cane pouring fronrthe Hills, - 


the Betzeged were driven into the City, _ 


and : 
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and the French never after that could 
be perſuaded to make any other Sally, 
or {o much as'to ſtay for the Defence 
of the Place, although the Governour 
almoſt with Tears beſought it. But the 
Duke of Novailles, who now { ommand- 
ed in Chief, pretending Orders from his 
Maſter, took Shipping, and with thoſe 
Forces he had left, returned to France ; 
which was .not for the Glory of the 
King's Arms. For, .had they ſtayed, 

and done what became. Soldiers .. that 
famous City had undoubtedly been ſaved, 

which by this Defeat, was in a ſhort time 
after delivered to the Turks, with whom 
Lewis XIV. has ſince. had a better Cor- 
reſpondence; as will appear in duePlace

© In the year 1669. the Duke of Lor- 
rain, grieved that he had ſo cafily Par- 
ted with his Countries, hoping it was - 
Not. yet too late-to retract, he required

Bunt- 
there being no Army that could promiſe 


. them Relief, they were compelled to ſur-

vaſt Promiſes the French Court had made 
him. The Eyes of all Europe being up- 
on this unfair dealing, and greatly Re- 
gretting it; to keep the Inhabitants qui- 
et, he ordered they ſhould be treated 
with ſomewhat more Mildneſs than 1s. 
uſually obſerved in the French Conquelts, 
(as they term them, though for the moſt 
part got-by . Surprize or Treachery, ) 
And finding the Hollanders were no way 
ſatisfied with his proceedings ,( for he 
had infringed upon their Commerce, ) 
he refolved to.begin firſt; and having 
vitited and -ſtrengthened his Towns in 
Flanders, and upon the Frontiers, he by 
a ſubtil Negotiation (as ſome Hiſtorj- 
ans will haveit ) of Henrietta, Ducheſs 
of Orleznce, who had an Interview with 
her Royal Brothers at Dover, drew the 
King of England into an Expenſi ve War 
againft the States. But-whether by the 
means of that Princeſs, who died upon 
her return into France, or otherwiſe, 
we determine not. However, It 15 Cer.

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tain that great Naval Preparations were | 
made before it was publickly known to: 


what Intent. : : 
Fhe Ducheſs of Orlearce dying ſud- 
 denly , .and not- without'Suſpicion of e- 
vil Practice; the Duke, by the perſua- 
fion of _Lewss XIV. was Married to the 
Daughter of the Prince. Palatine of the 
Rhme.” Upon which Country no doubt 
( and it fGnce has but too plainly appear- 
cd) he had an Eye. 
___ Inthe Year 1672, on the 7* of 4p:1l, 
the French King?s Declaration was put 
forth, prohibiting all Trade aud Com- 
Merce with the States of the United Pro- 
vinces. . And, out of aBravado, he mar« 
ched in perion at the Head of an Army: 
of 150099 Men. - By which ſurprizing 
Invaſion, he like a Torrent carried all 


before him. So that many looked upon 


the Low Conntrics to be loſt, if no ſpeedy 
Stop was put to this Progreſs. Burt it 
has always been obſerved, that though 
the firſt Motions of the French are impe- 
tuyous, yet the leaft diſcouragement 
makes them Recoil. They had on a 


ſudden filled with their Troops the 


Duchy-of Cleves, the Eleforate of Collen, 
the Duchy of Limburg, the County of 
Zutphen, Vtrcitcht, . and its Territories,

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with many” other places, and got into 
their hands ſeveral ſtrong Towns; and 
into this Combination the Biſhop of Xfun- 
ſfter was drawn, who took Grol/ and 
ſome other places,. though not very con- 
ſiderable. They piſſed the Rhyme like- 
wiſe, and did conſiderable damages in 
ſuch places as were found unprovided,. 
Committing great Outrages. Which ſo 
puffed up Lewis XIV. that being return-- 
ed to Paris; he was congratulated with 
Flattzries and Applauſes from all the So- 
cieties of the Kingdom:. And: in Imi- 
tation of. the Heathen Idolaters, the 
Queen cauſed a Chapel to be built at 
Roan, dedicated to. our Laay of Yittories. 
The King was ſtyled the invincible Hevo, . 
though he was always ſo tender of him- 
ſelf, that he neither engaged in any Bat-- 
tel or Skirmiſh, or ſeldom came within 


Cannon ſhot of any place that reſiſted, . 


doing what beſt ſuited his Valour, which 
has not overmuyct of the Hero in it. But. 

indeed the Progreſs of his' Arms had a - 

Recoil: for the Provinces being reco- _ 
vered out of the Amaze this ſudden At- 
tempt put them into, and the Prince of 
Orange ( now King of England ) con- 
firmed in his Patrimonial Offices, and 
honourable Truſts, as Stadtholder, Ad-

miral,and General of the United Provinces 4 
he-preſently took the Field with an Ar- 
my of. 24000 Men, recovering; ſeveral 
places, and cauling the French to retire, 
and performing many other Exploits 
worthy himſelf, and the Glory of his An- 
ceſtors.

French King?s Affairs hitherto at Land, 


let us caſt our Eyes a little upon the

- The Fleets being Abroad in day i672, 
oa the 28* of that Month a ſharp In- 

gagement. enſued, the then Duke of York 


commanding as Admiral. It continued. 


a long time bloody and doubtful, du- 
ring which, many brave Men were loſt, 
as the Earl of Sandwich, &c. who would 
not leave his Ship, though all in Flames, 
till it was too late to ſuccour him. His 
Body was found floating, -and afterward:

From this there grew a ſuſpicion, that 
they had Orders to keep from Engaging ' 
as much as Poſſible, that the two Fleets 
of England and the Unatcd Provinces might 
batter each other, -that through their 
weakneſs the French King might become 
{trong at Sea ; which more vilibly ap- 
peared the toilowing Year, 1673- 

This Year the Valiant Prince Kupert 
Commanded the Engliſh Fleet, where 
the French joining him, he made One 
hundred and twenty Sail of ſtour Ships.

Ruytter and Van Trump; ſothat a ſharp. 


Engagement happened. But the French 
no ſooner heard che Bullets begin to rat- 
tle, and ſaw with what Fury and Vio- 
lence the Dutch 2nd. Englih Engaged, 
but almoſt all that Fleer ſtood away, 
pretending to gain the Weather-gage, 
the which, when they had very favou- 
rably got, they &en kept it for the Glo- 

ry of their Mafter*s Arms ; for they ne- 
ver came..up again during the why

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And thoſe few Captains, thzt had fo 
much Senſe of Honour, as not to follow 
their Admiral, (who were but very ew,) 
had ſecret Intimation that they were in 
| danger of being hanged, when they 
came Into France, for not following 
their Flag, or Orders. But how they 
came off, has not yet occurred. 
-T he Prince, though he made good the 
Fight, and came off with Honour and 
Bravery, ſtormed to be. thus deſerted. 


Whereupon, when the French Admiral _ 


.came on hoard him to make his Excuſe 
( which proved but a -very-lame one, 
the Prince is reported to look upon him 
with Indignation, and afterreproaching 
him with Bafeneſs, told the Aforſrenr, 
_That had -he been one of his Maſters, 
the King of England's Subjes, he would 
have killed him with his own Hand. * 
And to let the World ſ{ee how much 
 .the Erghfh. Valour ſurpalles that of 
-the French, and how much Lewis is be- 
holden to it for his Greatneſs, 1 need: 
| inſtance but one Particular, viz. During 
this War the ſtrong City of Maſtreiche 


was beſieged by an-Army of about Forty 


Thouſand, and the King came as near 
as he durſt venture, that his Men might 
.be -the better. encouraged. It was in- 
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_ veſted 


1 Engliſh had got. Infomuch, that .he 
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veſted on the Sixth of Fare, and there 
was in it a Garriſon of 7 or 8000 Men, 
one Faro, a Valiant Man, being Gover- 
nour. The befeged made a ſtout re- 
liſtence, and many were killed on both 
Sides; inſomuch that the French began 
to faint. At what timethe Heroick Duke 
of Monmouth, who was. at the Head. of 
the Engliſh, in the height of Youthful 
Valour, deſpiſing Danger, went on to 
the Aſſault through Showers of ſmall 
and great Shot; and Commanding in 
the Trenches, though Two or Three 
Mines were ſprung, to obſtruct his Paſ- 
ſage, he and the few that followed him, 


charged with ſuch reſolution, that they

an Hour ; thovgh- the-Shot flew. round 
him as thick as Hail, maintaining It till

But no 


ſooner was the Duke and the Engliſh re- 


tired, but the French, though ſtrongly 


poſleſſed, not. bein;z able to endure the 


fire of the Belieged, quitred it.

true Valour compelled to ſecure it. Ana 
indeed, it is conjectured by many, that 
this ſtrong Place had. put a ſtop to the 
French Arms,. had not the Engliſh, who 
bore all.the . brunt of .the Siege, done 
things to a wonder ; ſo that at laſt .it 
ſurrendered upon honourable Conditions 
on: the Thirteenth of Fuze, But the 
Freach fury, like a blazing Comet, ha- 
ving by. this time ſpent ir ſelf, and the 
Confederate ' Armies gathering like a 
black Tempeſt around them, Lewes 
found that this had been but a kind of 
a Frolick, to make him more known, 
Forthe was not. capable of Garriſoning

knows to this Day, he ſuddenly recal- 
led his Forces, leaving ſo-many of the 
Inhabitants, as would not leave all they 
. had -to Ship. themſelves and fly into 
France, (where they could rely upon no 
Succour, ) to the Mercy of the Inraged 
Spaniards, whom they '-had highly of- 
-Ffended by this Revolt. Nor had they 
above four Hours Notice: Yet as many 
as could, crowded on Board, and after- 
ward lived in Exile, not daring -to re- 
tar; 

King Charles II. of England having 
rmade a Peace with the Srares of the Un- 


ted Provinces, ilſued out a Proclamation 


on the Nineteenth of ay, 1675. com- 
manding all his SubjeCts .in -the French 
Service as Soldiers; ſince the Treaty of 
Peace, to quit forthwith that Service, 
and return Home and prohibiting any 
Engliſh-men to engage - themſelves in the 
like for the future ; which proved a great 
Detriment to the Progreſs of the French 
Arms, as ſoon after appeared -: For the 
Army was not only overthrown, but 
Turin, the moſt Experienced General 
of France, was ſlain. But, becauſe this 
Wo Action 
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Aftion was very: Memorable, we ſhall 
not think it amiſs to give z brief Account 
of-it. - 

On the Eighteenthof July 1675, the 
AMareſchal de Turin commanded out the 
Regiments of Horſe of: Campaigne and 
Orleance, with Nine Squadron of Horſe, 
under the Command of the Marqueſs dc 
Rone, Mareſchal, to paſs the River Keu- 
chax, by the Means of Two Bridges he 
had laid over. And being informed; 


That the Imperialits had laid an Ambu- 


ſcade on the other ſide, he went in per- 
ſon to ſee if he could diſcover it. from a 
certain Height, near the Bridge : When 
the Imperialiſts, having planted Two 
ſmall Pieces in a Wood hard by, fired one 
of them without any confiderable Execu- 
tion ; but the ſecoud being Charged with 
Iron, or Cartridge-ſhot, put a period 
to Turin's Life; killing likewiſe, the 
Lieutenant-General of ;the Ordnance , 
and divers others of Quality about him); 
though ſome Accounts ſay, he was killed 
with a Cannon Shot. However, thus 
ended that great General, who had been 
brought up in War, as we may proper- 
ly-term it, from his Infancy, and ſeen 
many Rivers of Blood ; whoſe Death 
gave a great check to the French- Aﬀairs;

conclude>a. peace, and had all ' their 


Towns, except . Maeftreicht, delivered 
into their-poſlefiion:z- which made many 
wonder. . But thoſe that have weighed 
the Matter, give theſe Reaſons for-their 
making 2a: peace;., when other Princes

Sixthly, By this Treaty they cauſed - 
to be rendered upto Spain, part of what ; 
had been taken during the War. 

Seventhly, That the French Miniſters 
aflured the Srares, that they would ſpee- 
dily make a Peace with: their Allies, and - 
that they, the States, ſhould be Arbi=- 
trators of that Peace. 


Theſe are given as Reaſons: - And -- 


indeed, conlidering how-the Miniſters- 
of France pretſed it with Eagerneſs, and © 
declared the Extream -Paſſion and Des: - 
fre the King their Maſter had to be at - 
peace; it might have been thought, - 
that he mean'd as he ſaid.- The King-- 
D-s : him-":

himſelf, during the Negotiation, ſent 
them a Letter, wherein he ſtyled them, 
. Hw g00a Friends, Allies, and Confederates; 
promiſing wonderful things in the moſt 
_obliging- Flattery. But no Words or 
Promiſes can bind this Leviathan ; for 
Lews knew well enough what he did 
by making a Separate Peace; conſide- 
ring, 1f he ſhould be brought to Stri& 
Terms with all the Allies, he muſt of 
Neceſſity part with Zorrain to the Duke, 
its Xightful Lord, and with the Franche 
Compre of Bourgopre, to the King of Spain, 
taken, contrary to faith given, fince 


the Pyrcican Treaty. But, by not ha- 


ving the Datch Army upon his back, he 


found himſelf able todeal with the reſt, 


and to tire them: out by delays. - And 
indeed, by taking theſe Meaſures, he 
conſtrained the Duke of Brandenvurg,and 


the Prince of Zel, to reſtore all they had 


taken from the Sweed, ſince that King 
ſtood for the French Intereſt. . 

King Charles Il. of England, perceive 
ing Lewss XIV. delayed the Treaty to 
incroach upon Flanders, found his Ho- 
Nonr touched, ſince he became a Medi- 
\ ator, and was to bes Guarrantee of the 
Peace. And- thereupon: ſent over * five 
or fix Thouſand Men, to defend the Spa- 


rſh 
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niſh Netherlands, whers the French, du- 
ring. the; Ereatyh; and;gaily Expectation 
of Peace, were like {0 quany'4 artars, Or 
wild; Aratians,, Rayaging and deftroy- 
ing the Country ;.-but- the: Terrour. of

[ifpwis XIF; having Obtained, a:Peace 
with the S;4tes 'of ithe.'Trited Prownces, 
he more and, more. gelayed ithe Treaty 
of Nimeguen, gs not doubting to bring 
the other Confeacrqtes to: mare Advan- 
tageons Terms,; than otherwiſe he could 
have. beengapahlle-of doing. And. that 
which made the Fxepcb-King more ur- 
gent for a Separate; Peace, was,..that he 
knew well enough-that it could not be 
Reaſonably made with the Ales in Con- 
junction, i but that the-Country of Lor- 
rai would be required for.that Duke, 
and the Frenche Compte for the King of: 
Spain, ; or: what.ever. had been ſnatched 
from that Crown ſince the Pyrenear 
Peace, which had 'been ſo openly vio- 
lated by France,. And therefore he con- 
cluded, tordivide the A#jes was to make-: 
his own- Terms. And indeed it fo fell 
out, to the great- prejudice of the Con-- 
feaeraters, Eſpecially Spain and the Em-- 


Fire, .as 1n due place will appear. And 


indeed, -- 
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indeed, Lewis XIV. by this \means pre- 
ſerved moſt of his important Conquefts 
- at that time, whilft the Elefor of Brar- 
denburg, and the. Prince of Ze, found 
themſelves in a Neceſfity to Reſtore to 
Sweden allthey had- taken; or, by ſtand- 
ing out, run the Hazard of a French Ar- 
my Ravaging their - Countries ; whilſt 
their * Ales,” who had already made 
peace, - could not fairly give them any 
Aſſiſtence; unleſs, like him with whom 
they had made the peace; they layed no 


Streſs upon Leagues, 'any- longer than it 


tended 'to their purpoſe. - But the Em- 
peror, as well as: Holland, having con- 
cluded with France, the reit found them- 
ſelves too weak long to contend with a 
Monarch -of ſuch -vaft Territories, and 
one- whoſe Flatterers- ſtyle. Invincible , 
though, the contrary has often appea- 
red. And, according to the opinion of 
Politictans and thoſe Experienced in war, 
had that vaſt Army of the Confederates 
been unanimous, and vigourouſly puſhed 
on, they might, by. entering the very 
Heart of France, have reduced the Great- 


neſs of Lewis; and have made their own - 


Terms. Sea, atviae,' et Impera. 

The. Peace, as is already ſaid, being 
concluded with . Holland at Nimegnen, a- 
| bout 
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bout the latter End of the Year 1678, .- 
was ſoon followed by his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty. - But, before either of thefe were 
concluded, it will not be amiſs to-fhew 
the plauſible pretences - of Lewis XIV. to 
the former, in-a Letter in Anſwer toa 
Letter to the States General,. preſented 
him by their Ambaſlador, the Acer Yan 
Beverning, in theſe- Words :

In this we may obſerve no ſmall piece 
of French Policy, not ſo much defiring 
the Peace of Exrope, ( which has never 
been the aim-of this Ambitious Prince,) 
as during the time of this Truce, to draw 
his Army farther into Flanders, which 
ſoon after proved almoſt the Ruine of 
many delicious places in that fruitfal 
Country, when Peace was in the high- 
eſt Proſpect. And theſe Flatteries ſer- 
ved only to render thoſe he treated with 
ſomewhat more ſecure, whilſt he made 
his own Markets. And indeed by theſe, 
and ſuch like Artifices, he gained upon 
the Belief and good Intention of the-C o#n- 
federates, more than by opengincerity he 
thought convenient to do. -For Lewis 
XIV. having earneſtly ſued for Peace, 
though under a Reſerve or Mask of Dif- 
guiſe, which. was not then ſufficiently

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looked through, all the Princes and 
States of Chriſtendom {ſuppoſed they 
ſhould remain at reſt and thoſe Coun- 
tries that wereat the brink of Ruine, 'by:

And 
all this under the-glorious Title of /:he 
moſt Chriſtian King, and Eldeſt Son of 
the Church; which even barbarous Na- 
tions have deteſted in a time of Peace. 
And yet, ſuch have been the Humours 
of this King's Flatterers, that they have 
more and more blown up his Ambition, 
by comparing thim to rhe Sun, as, to the 
Star of Stars, from whence all other Kings 
and Potentates receive their Luſtre, with 
many other Attributes, as if they in- 
tended to ſet him up for an do! for all 
the.

Years, :rexived, as we may term-it, or 
multiplied in their ' Generations : But 
"when they thought themſelves moſt ſe- 
cure, and every oneſat-under their Vines 
of plenty, this King by. the Inſtignation 
of the Feſuits and hisown. Inclination, be- 
gan to thirſt aſter their wealth, as-Ahab 
in another place had done after Naborh's 
Vineyard. And finding whilſt this Eattt 
was in force, it could not be attempted 
with the leaſt Colour of Juſtice,  he:pub- 
liſhed a Strict Decree to diſannul it, as 


likewiſe the Eaif} of Ni/mes given.in Fu-; 


ly 1629. together with all the Conceſſtons 
granted in them, . as well as other De- 
clarations, EdiCts, and Arreſts, of what 
nature ſoever; forbiding any of the 
Reformed Religion, under great Pains, Pe- 
nai{ties, and Forfeitures, to.have any pu- 
blick Worſhip amongſt them; as know- 
ing, like thoſe who ſought to deſtroy 
Daniel, he could not make them diſobey 
him in any thing Lawful. 

The Bloody Decree being ſigned by the 
King at Fourtainbleau, in Oftober 1685, 
it was Regiſtered and Publiſhed by the 
King's 
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King's Attorney General, And in'order 
to its ' being put in Execution, and the 
Copies being examined and compared, 
it was ſent into the ſeveral Bailifftwicks, 
and Courts of Juſtice, Sherifs- Courts, 
Diſtrifts,. &c. there to be Regiſtered, 
and Charge given to the Deputies of the 
Attorney General, to take care they were 
put in. Execution, with all Imaginary 
Force and Rigour, and to certifie the 
Court thereof at Paris in the Court of 
Vacztion on the 22* of October, 

Lews XIV. when he did this, had, 
it ſeems, forgotten that he had- on the 
Word of. a King Ingaged the contrary, 
or he concluded, it was no diſhonour 
for a King to break his Word. whenever 
he pleaſed. Wherefore, before we be- 
gin to take 4 view of his perſecuting his 
beſt Subjects, it will bz convenient to In- 
ſert his own Letter in Anſwer to a-Let- 
ter of the Duke of Brandenburg?s on the 
behalf of the Proteſtants.

By this ?cis evident, That when he 
paſled his Word to the Elefor, and ap- 
proved the Loyalty of his Proreſtant Sub- 
jects, he had it in his:-thoughts upon his 
firſt. coming to. the Crown to ſuppreſs 
them. Burt this is the very .Genius-of 
Lewis XIV. and now letus ſee how gent- 


ly he; deals with them, and what Re-' 


ward. they have for their Fidelity, and 
the Expence of their Blood and Trea- 
| fure to keep him in the Throne, againſt 
a powerful Faftion under the Prince of 
Conde and others, who were at the point 
of ſupplanting him ; why thoſe that. were 
to ſee the bloody Decree Executed, fell to 
EY how they ſhould raiſe the r 
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Malice high enough in Cruelty apainſt 
People that- had? never injured them 3; 
whilſt. the Proteſtants, like the- Jews, 
when Ahaſuerws Decree went forth, 


mourned their hard Fate, and made their 
Application ' to the King ; but Heſfter's 


Tears could not prevail with his oft 
Chriſtian Majeſty, though they had power 

to make a Heather relent. | 
The Intendent of the Upper Gmenne, 
who Reſided at Montanuban,ſummoned the 
Chief Proteſtants of that City to appear 
before him, -and'let them know, Thar it 
was the unalterable Pleaſure of the King, 
to have but one Religion in his Kingdom, - 
and that they muſt prepare to com- 
ply with it; giving them tinie to aſſem- 
ble themfelves in the Town-houſe, where 
they unanimouſly agreed, rather to die 
than violate their Conſciences, and by 
one deputed by the reſt ſent their 'Reſo- 
lution, when, the following Day, a Ba- 
tallion of Za Ferre, conſiſting of Sixteen : 
Companies, entered the City, and were 
followed by a greater Number. The 
Proteſt ants thereupon conſulted each o- 
ther, and reſolved to ſubmit to what 
ſhould befal them, not caring for the 
Spoil of their Goods, ſo they might pre- 
ſerve their Religion, reſolving to rely. 
E 3 ON 
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on Providence ; and the Richer agreed to 
heip the Poorer to the laſt of their Sub- 
ſtance. But whilſt they were thus: con- 
ſulting, the Dragoons entered their Hou- 
ſes like the Locuſts of Egypr, and having 
eaten up al they found, fell to deftroy- 


ing their Goods, ſuffering their Wines - 


and other Liquors to run about the 
Cellers, ſcattering alſo their Cornin the 
Streets. And when they grew even wea- 
ry of this waſteful DeſtruQtion, theycar- 
ried Linnen, Plate, \Puter, and other 
things, to the Market-place, and offer- 
cd it to Sail, where the Fe/wirs and Popiſh 
Prieffs bought them for trivial Prices, 
and encouraged the Lay-Papiſts to do 
the like. So thatthe Proteſtauts, in forr 
_ or fivedays, loſt to the value of a Milli- 
on ; yet they might be ſaid, even to take 
joyfully the ſpoiling of their Goods : Bat 
when this availed not to ſhake their Con- 
ſtancy, theſe-Miſſionaries of Lew:s XIV. 
very proper Fellows to convert - Souls, 
fell to -Out-raging their Perſons with 
Cruelties and Barbarities worſe than 
Death. One Bervos they dragged to 
the Guards, and there for a whole Night 
the Soldiers continued in-turns to kick 
. and buffet him. Monſieur Sohgnack's 
Hand they bound to.a Spit, and mo 

im 
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him!'to' turn it, till, by the Exceſſive 
Fire they made, - he himſelf was near 
Roaſted to Death. And, to ſhew their 
farther Malice, made a Stable of. his Di- 
ning«room, where; the Furniture was 
worth:Ten thouſand Livres, which they 
afterward deſtroyed. Another Perſon 
they dragged to Maſs, and becauſe: he 
hung back, and cryed out, Ze would ne- 
ver ag 1t,: they beat him to Death. But. 
ſhould we come to:iparticular Perſons, 
the Numbers would fill'a Volume as large 
as thoſe of the Adartyrs. 

Monſieur ae Garriſon, a Venerable Man, 
who ;had done great Kindneſs for the 
Intendent, went to wait upon him in this 
extremity to.intredt his Protection ; but . 
he, like a true Papift, who holds no 
Faith to be kept with Hereticks, notwith- 
ftanding he offered him all his Goods, - 
not only':rejected his. ſuit , but cauſed 
him, beyond what he had ſuffered, to be 
dragged throughi the Streets, and. miſe- 


rably miſuſed, as a means to deterr others 
from 1Petitioning him. This ſort ofcon- 


verting was not only uſed in this City, 
but throughout all the Dominions of the 


King,:'though. ty different Methods 'of 


ſtudied Cruelty. ' Some they toſſed from - 
one Soldier to another, kicking, - buf- 
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feting, -and beating them with Rods 
three or. four Days and Nights together 
to keep them waking ; and when at any 
time they fainted, or ſunk down, then 
they uſed/them:in that manner on the 
Ground, or on Beds, .and when they 
had reſted, rouſed them again : Some 
they hung ap by the Heels, and ſmoaked 
them with:hurning. wet Straw, till they 
were almoſt dead.z.Some again they blew 
up. almoſt to burfting, by putting .a pair 
Bellows into "their Fundaments : They 
baſted the Soles of the Feet of others 
- with Lard, and __ them to a Fire till 
almoſt Roaſted. 'One Iſaac . Favin, a 
Citizen of Negropliſſe, they hung up by 
the Armpitsa whole Night,: and pinched 
off his Fleſh with Pincers; yet could not 
prevail to make him abjure... 

Theſe Cruelties, and many more,. were 
committed not only upon Men, - but alſo 
.vpon Women, and eyen upon- Children 
that were of any Years;', The younger 
Infants were every where: taken from 
their Parents by force, and thruſt into 
Monaſteries and Nunneries ; Wives, .Wi- 
dows, and Virgins were 1n many Places 
 Raviſhed and Deflowred;. ,Some.'Chil- 
dren, though of very tender Years, they 

kept faſting till they fainted, and then 
brought 
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brought - them before their Parents, 
as imagining they would rather turn, 
than ſee their Children Periſh. Many 
times the Prieſts would perſuade ſome to 
Abjure, declaring, it ſhould be only 
ſeemingly, to comply with the King's 
Decree ;- but when they had unadviſedly 
done: that, in hopes of ſome reſpite, 
then they compelled them to torment 
their Friends and Relations into an Ab- 
juration ; the which, if they did not in 
three Days, or ſo much time as was gl- 
ven them; .the Booted Apo/iHes are ſent to 
them again, upon a ſcruple of their not 
being thorowly Converted. Sometimes 
they bind the Mothers, that give ſuck, 
to- Poſts, and lay their Infants tor periſh 
in their ſight, unleſs they will Abjure. 
And when theſe Dragoovs were weary of 
tormenting, and inventing new-manner 
of Torments, tired with-the-patience of 
the Sufferers, and deſpairing-to bring. 
them to their Terms, the Officers Rate 
them, and ſend them back to torture 
them worſe, ſaying, The King has Com- 
manded-it, and it muſt be done; hawling; - 
out, That the King intends to have but ones- 
Religion in his Dominions. | | 

Theſe are the pleaſant Paths by: which = 
Lens-XIV. invites his Proteſtant Subjects- 
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toenter into theBoſom of 1fother-Chureh, 
excecding thoſe of the Heathen Empe- 


rors; for'they only killed, and made - 
way for the triumphing Martyr to center | 


into Glory ; but here they have a linger- 
ing Death, and by a Series of Torments,

So by'this-means a Million'vof -Families 
were-ruined, arid many» Thouſands Pe- 
riſhed chroagh Want, Torture, hd in 
Priſons; for all the -Gaols of-the--Pro- 
vinces were - filed with theſe diſtrefſed 
People. Nor did their'Malice and Cru- 
eltyſtop here ; for-althongh/ the Mini- 
ſters had Liberty to- go into Baniſhmenr, 
under the hardeſt of Conditions; yet 
the 'King's . Miniſters "on the Frontrers, 
frequently ſtopped them, under frivo- 
toys: pretences, 'tii] the time given them 
to depart. was expired ;/ and. then char-

That for the Fifth and 
Sixth Points, they likwiſe direAly con- 
tervene the ſaid Treaties. That as to 
the Seventh, they expect farther Infor- 
mation init. That for the Eighth, they 
cannot Imagine what Right the Freneh 
have to Fortifie Sclechfadt, confidering 
what 15-aboveſaid of thoſe Free Towns. 
For the Ninth and Tenth, the French 
have ated notoriouſly contrary to the 
Weſtphalian and Nimeguen- Treaties. For 
the Eleventh, that Zamburgh belongs to 
ths Cont of Naſaw, as appears by the 
Treaty of Oſnaburgh. That concerning 
Bis{cth, they'expect farther Information. 
And laſtly, They hope the King will not 
prejudice the City of Srraſburgh in its 
Rights or Privileges, and particularly 
in that of fortifying Xe, ſo neceſſary 
for its Security. 

This '{o Early Breach of the Peace, 
that had been ſo long laboured for by the 
Princes of Chriſtendom, much diſpleaſed 
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them, and filled many with Deteſtation, 
obſerving that Zewss XIV. went beyond 
the Bounds of the. Decree of io Comncil 
of Conftance, which ſays, That no Faith 
zs to be kept with Heretichs ; but he neither 
regards his Faith with thoſe the Romans 


nnchriftianly. term fo, nor with Roman 


Catholicks., However, having a mind to 
iccure what he had belonging to the Em- 
pire, or Princes dependent, as appears 
by the Reſolution of the Dyer, in his detai- 
ning ſome, and impoling on others, con- 
 trary to the Articles agreed on, he 

ſought to bring the Stares of the United 
Provinces into an Offenfive and Defenſive 
Alliance, againſt which all the Provinces, 
but Groningen and Frieflazwd Excepted, 
who did not ſo long; and their Reſo- 
Jutions were publiſh®d, declaring, They 
intended to keepinviolably the Peace and 
Eſteem they had for his Majeſty?s Friend - 
ſhip, but could not enter into any ſuch 
Alitance as he required. However, he 
periiſted to encroach upon the Emprre, 
ſuffering his Troops, that ſhould have

winking at the many Complaints that 
were made, and proving deaf to the 
Cries of the People.

been indeed a long while up 7raly, ſoa- 


ring that way towards the Univerſal Mo- 


zarchy, which made him deal under- 
hand with the Duke of Mantua: for the 
{ſtrong Garriſon of Caſſel, which ſerves 
as an Inlet over the Alps. Nor had Ge- 
zeva eſcaped. his Bombs, had not the 
Smifſe-Cantons,fearful of their own Safety, 
declared with much warmth, to ſtand by 
that Proreſtant City with all] their Forces. 

Lhe Peace being concluded with Spair, 
Lewis XIV. finding himſelf uneaſie to 
be. out of Action, picks a Quarrel with 
that Nation about 500000 Crowns he 
pretended were to be reſtored for -da- 
mages done in the We{# Inaias, and there- 
upon ſent the Duke?s D? Eftree and AMor- 
texer, With a Squadron of /7er of War, to 
block up Caaiz, and to take and deſtroy 
all-ſuch Merchants-ſhips and Galleys as 
they. light on. And indeed, . they did 
conſiderable Miſchief againſt that Afari- 
time Town, by caſting Bombs, and ſen- 


ding Fire-ihips into the Harbour. Nor

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thought they this ſufficient, but they would = 
have compelled the Dutch Men of War, 

who were at Peace with Spain, to aſlſt 
them, and by that Means Involved them 
m an open Violation ofthe Leagfe. For, 
the latter of the Dukes having with him 
Eight Sail of Mer of War,and happening to 
meet two Ships belonging to the Srares, 
Commanded by Capt. Ewycke, and Capt. 
Afevart, he compeiled them to Sail with 
him towards Cadiz, However, in the 
Night the former ſtood away, and chan- 
ged his Courſe; upon which, he was 
followed by the Seiar Belle Iſle, who be- 
Ing com? up with nim tac next morning, 
fired ſeveral ſhot at him; whereupon 
the Dutch Captain returned him a 
Broad-ſide, and began a ſharp Engage- 
ment, which. lafted four Hours ; but 
then the Captain being killed with a Can- 
non ſhot, as likewiſe a great many of the 
Men killed, and -more French Ships ap- 
pearing in ſight, they ſent on board the 
French to let them know, they- would 
make no longer Reſiſtence. Thisepen 
Violation being highly reſented by the 
Sates General, Monficur D* Avaxx, the 
French Ambaſſador at the Hapue; put 
in a diſſembling 4emorial to excuſe it, 
in which he complained, © That Captain 
Emycke,

* to go with him to Cadiz, but changing 
* his Courſe by Night, he zave ground 
* to ſuſpect his Intentions ; and that the

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tne Spaniards at Sea and upon their Coaſt; ” 
were received but trivial by the King, 
and therefore contrary to Oath and Pro- 
miſe -he-cauſed all the Spamtards Eſtates - 
and EffeAts in the New Conqueſts to be 
ſeized ; fo that after ſome Debates, the 
Court of Spain found it ſelf under a Ne- 
ceſſity of complying with his perempto- 
ry Demands; and thereupon the Mar- 
queſs de Los Balbaces, obliged himſelf to 
pay the: 500000 Crowns at one entare 
Payment, ſo ſoon as the Spaniſh Plate 
Fleet arrived ; and this Agreement was 
taken by the French as ſatisfaftion, yet 
it proved got 1o ; for, the er of War 
bing yet Abroau, took, after aJong and 
deſperate Fight, two of their Gatleys, 
which Monfiew D?

© That the Sjexr Forran, that had com- 
* manded a Squadron of his Moſt Chriſti- 
* an Majeſty's Ships, not knowing of the: 
* Agreement and Accommodation con- 
* cluded by the Frexch Ambaſſadors at 
* Madrid, concerning the Five hundred 
"thouſand Crowns, had met on the Coaſt 
* of Biſcaytwn Spanifh Galleyoons, moun- 
* ted each with Sixty four Guns, ſailing 
* towards Cadiz,and that.endeavouring to 
© hinder. 
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© hinder- them from going thither, ac- 
* cording to his firſt Orders, there enſu- 
*cda very obſtinate Fight between them, 
* which laſted a Day and an half, when 
*two Ships of the fame Squadron coming 
* in, and joining with the Szexr Forran, the 
©* Galleyoons yielded, and were carried 
* into Roche!l: That his 1ſt Chriſtian 
* Majeſty having received; certain Advice 
© thereof, - had ſent Orders for the dil- 
© charging the ſaid Galleyoons, and had 
* commanded him to tell the Srates, that 
© this Accident ſhould not make any alte- 
© ration in theAccommodation; That the 
© Count Stirwm, their Admiral, being pre- 
ſent at the end of >the Fight, and has

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and -had their hands tied from aſſiſting 
their Allies by a Treaty, they would not .

find-any ſtrong enough for his Conſci- 
ence, when he ſaw it advantageous to 


| break it. However, Heaven does not 


wink at ſuch Actions, nor leave them un- 
ppniſhed 3 for .much about this time, 
Lewis the Great fel] into a raging Tor- 
ture, occaſioned by an ulcerous Fiftula 
in his Fundament, and knew in ſome 
kind, what it was to be miſerable, who 
had made many thouſands ſo. All the 
chief Chirurgions of Fraxce were con- 
ſ\ulted about this matter, and concluded 
his Life was .in danger, unleſs his Royas 
Bum was Cut and Launced. . And, in fine, 
an Inciſton was made, and after that dis 
vers others, which kept him long in 
Bed, and conſequently put the thoughts 
quite out of his Head, of plotting a far- 
ther Diſturbance in the World at that 
time, Yet his Creatures. were not Idle; 
tor, to pick a new Quarrel, the Gover- 
nour of; A7zexbuge {et up the Arms of 
France 1n divers parts of the Spaniſh Nee 
therlands, under theold pretence of Boun= 
daries and Limits of Depengencies; and 
although Complaints were 'made, yet 
Ittle was returned in Satisfaction = a

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*. few Excuſes, and a Promiſe, that it ſhould 


- He conſidered at a more convenient time, 
and that Perſons on either ſide ſhould be 
appointed to adjuſt the Limits, And, 
at the fame time they proceeded to build 
ſtrong Fortreſles (contrary to the Trea- 
ty) near Hunepuen, and intheTerritories 
of the Margrave of Baden ;, of which the 
Emperor complained by his Ambaſladors,

dinary Trouble he had 2iven his Neigh- 
bours on this ſide the Alps, Fbegan to 
breath towards the Dominion of 7taly.

at the higheſt it ever was known to be; 
when 1t was graſped from the French 


| with a kard hand, and they have ſince 


had little pretenſt ons to any place be-. 
yond that vaſt ridge of Mountains. But 
$his King ſtrikes in_ with the Duke of 


Aamua tor -his ſtrong Fortreſs on. the 


Frontier, for an Inlet into Jraly ;- and, 
though it was oppoſed by all the Tralian 
Princes, the. French Gold out-balanced 
the:x;Sollteitations,to prevent that Duke's 
ſurresZering a place, which wonld.at 
one time or other be the occaſion of ſwal- 
lowing up his other Territories. 

The French King having polleſſed him- 
ſelf of Caſſel, delayed not to threaten an 
Invaſion of ./#aly, This made moſt of 
the Princes combine in a ſtrift League, 
and follicite the Pope to his immediate 
ProteCtion, and that he would become 
Head of the League, Theſe-Proceedings 
ſtop the Ambitious Monarch at that 
time, but hindered him not from fra- 
ming 
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wing; ſeveral pretenſions. Nor did: ke 
defer to ſhew his angry Reſentment, by 
"picking a Quarrel with the City of Ge- 
7704, an Italian City, and the Head of-a 
| famous Republick , ſituate advantage- 
ouſly. on the Sea, upon a rifing Hill, 
there being a large Bay before it : So that 
he conjectured, that getting this Inlet 
and Harbour, he might facilitate the 
large Enterprizes he chad caſt in his 
mind. The occaſion or Grounds of his 
Quarrel was about Ceremonies, and tri- 
yial Matters, but where the Power is, 
and in a hand like that of Lewis XIV. it 
is caſte to find occaſtion- of Olfence,-.or 
to ſuggeſt one. Long he ſtacd nor to 
digeſt or debate- the matter, before a 
conliderable Fleet was equipped, which 
put. ſome of the neighbouring Nations 
into doubt to. what it might. tend. Dit- 
courſes were given out it was defigned a- 
gainſt the Infidel Piratical Governments 
of Argter, Tripoly, &c. though People 
of better Underſtanding conſidering how 
he had favoured and incouraged thoſe 
Miſcreants, to make Spoil and Robbery 
upon the Seas, whilſt himſelf was doing 
the like at Land, and ſhedding Streams of

Pinion... 'Nor did the wonder laſt, pe 
; . ths 
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the Fleet being ready, immediately fet 
Sail, and ſtood away for the Coaſt of 
Traly ;; and his Threats were {ent to the 
Doge and Senate of- Genoua to comply 
with his demands of Satisfa&tion and Re- 
paration which, appeared to them ſo nn- 
reaſonable, thar they were rejected, and 
the City prepared for its Defence. 

The French Fleet of about Thirty der 
of War, beſides Fireſkips and Tenders, be- 
ing come to an Anchor before the Bay, 
drew into a Line to block up the Har- 
bour, and fired very furiouſly ; which 
was anſwered from the Cannon of the 
Town, thoſe in the - few Ships that lay 


under 'the Shoar, and the Forts, and o- 


ther Works that lay as Curtains and Bull- 
works. Butthe Cannon from the French 


Fleet doing little other damage, * than 


beating down ſome Chimneys, the Tops: 
of Steeples, and a few_of the Battlements, 
they drew {in under the - Favour of the 
Night ſeveral heavy Galleys, with Gab- 
bions and Earth on their Decks, gaurded 
by- Men of War and Fireſhips,from whence 
they. played their Bombs, without con- 
fidering the Churches and Religious 
Houſes, that for the moſt part ſtood 


| near the Sea, and had with them ſuch 


Fatal Succeſs, that a great- part of that 
H Famous 
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Famous City was layedin Ruines by their 

beating down and blowing up. Yet the 
French attempting to Land, were beaten 
off with conſiderable Loſs: : who find- 
ing the Governour of 44lain was pre- 
paring to come down with Forces to the 
Alliſtence of the Geroi/e, and that in all 
likelihood the Princes of /taly would not 
ſtand neuter,- the French Admiral admit. 


ted thoſe that were ſent off to come on 


board him, in order to treat of Condi- 
tions, but was ſo extravagant in his De- 
mands, that nothing was concluded at 
that time.

Many other things 
were conſidered which mainly pulted-up 
Lewis the Great, who now flattered him- 
felt to be the Terrour of Exrope as well 
by Sea as Land, not imagining but this 
dreadful Example, and the fear of bom- 
bing, would make others cautious how 
they-incurred the Fury of ſuch a Fire-

not ſo far as the Shoar of Africa. - For 
even the Pirates of Argiers, whom he 
had -ſo much countenanced, and to whom 
he had allowed his ' Ports as a {afegaurd 
of Retreat, and for bringing in Prizes, 
and thereby a better Opportunity to rob:

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Theſe were the pretences of Lens

But then 
there arole. other Sctuples ; for, thoſe 
that had voted againſt him made their 
ÞY oteſt, alledging that the Cardinal, as 
being Biſhop of. Straſburgh, could not, 
vithont thePop:'s Diſpenſation be choſen, 
but. by Poſtulation,, which-required-twq 
Thirds of the Zle&ors to be for him, and 
that it was ſufficient for any other to have 


nine, in caſe the Voices were divided be- . 


tween two ; but if they were divided a- 
mongſt ſeveral, it was neceſſary. that-he 
that- was poſtulated ſhould have double 
the.number that any other, had. So that 
Prince Clement having 9 Voices, and the 
Cardinal but 13, he was by virtue of his 
Holineſs's. Diſpenſation duly. elected. 
However... the Cardinal, and his Party, 
went and. .Proclaimed ,himfelf .in the 
Choire of the Merropolitan Church, and 
the next day the EleCtion of Prince Cle- 
ment was proclaimed. Upon this - diſ- 
pute, the French Troops began to. move 
nearer. The Cardinal took poſſeſſion of 
the Palace, and. both parties. ſent to the 
Pope to be confirmed and [approved in the 


Eleftion. Howeyer, the Elcction.. of 
| Lieze 
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S| Liege coming on, the Caramal departed 
to Bonne, and from thence to Liege, in 
hopes to be elefted there. Eut. the 
French Gold, it ſeems, had nota ſufh- 
ctent Opperation; For here he fired 
worfe than before, for the Baron of El- 
aeren, Great Dean of the C athearal, 
was choſen in the (7 of Anguſt, Biſhop 
and Prince of Liege, having 25 Voices, 
and the Cardinal but 18.

Eleftion had been proclaimed, he was
